Fish Warning Given

federal-state environmental 
task force has warned pregnant 
women not to eat fish from 
waters of the vast San Francisco 
Bay-Delta because dangerously 
high concentrations of mercury 
could cause their babies to be 
mentally retarded. 


Dr. Ephraim Kahn, public 


health doctor heading the 
federal-state task force on 
mercury in the environment, 
also warned Wednesday that 


other persons should not eat 
such fish from the bay-delta 
more often then once a week. 


He said no cases of mercury 


poisoning have been reported in 
California yet, "but we are 
concerned about the possibility 
one may occur." 


S p e c i e s 
m e n t i o n e d 


specifically were striped bass 
and channel 
catfish, both 


popular with sports fishermen. 


Dr. Kahn said the chief danger 


is to expectant mothers, because 


a fetus attracts mercury, and to 
fishermen who eat bay-delta fish 
frequently. 


He said so long as such fish 


are not eaten more frequently 
than once a week, the body 
excretes enough mercury so 
that the buildup does not become 
a health hazard. 


Fish 
sold 
commercially, 


either fresh or canned, are safe 
to eat because they must pass 
strict standards for mercury, he 
said.

Another 279 Americans were 


wounded last week, and a U. S. 
spokesman said the total of 322 
American casualties was the 
lowest since March 5, 1966. The 
total of 43 dead was three more 
than the week before, but the 
spokesman said it was the fourth 
consecutive week that U. S. 
battlefield deaths were below 50, 
the first time this had occurred 
since September-October 1965. 


Another 38 American 
ser- 


vicemen died last week from 
accidents or illness, the U. S. 
Command said, raising total 
American casualties in the war 
since Jan. 1,1961, to 43,904 killed 
in action, 8,730 dead from ac- 
cidents or illness, and 291,024 
wounded.

43 Dead 


SAIGON (AP) — The allied 
commands today reported 43 
Americans killed in action last 
week, scattered fighting in 
Cambodia with 44 enemy troops 
killed in one clash and sharp 
curtailment in American air 
attacks in Vietnam due to a 
storm. 
Another 279 Americans were 
wounded last week, and a U. S. 
spokesman said the total of 322 
American casualties was the 
lowest since March 5, 1966. The 
total of 43 dead was three more 
than the week before, but the 
spokesman said it was the fourth 
consecutive week that U. S. 
battlefield deaths were below 50, 
the first time this had occurred 
since September-October 1965. 
Another 38 American 
ser­ 
vicemen died last week from 
accidents or illness, the U. S. 
Command said, raising total 
American casualties in the war 
since Jan. 1,1961, to 43,904 killed 
in action, 8,730 dead from ac­ 
cidents or illness, and 291,024 
wounded. 
S o u t h 
V i e t n a m e s e 
headquarters reported 215 of its 
troops killed in action last week 
and 625 wounded , and the U. S. 
Command said allied forces 
killed 1,484 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong. The South 
Vietnamese tolls were Saigon’s 
lowest since 
mid-September;

The pills were fashioned from 


the livers of seals killed on the 
Pribilof Islands southeast of 
Alaska in 1964. 


Randal freeze-dried the livers 


for storage and used them over 
the past six years to make 
1,250,000 pills, the FDA said. 


"Seal liver attracted my at- 


tention because it came from an 
animal most free of con- 
taminants," said Downing B. 
Randal, president of the com- 
pany. 


"You can just figure from this 


that there isn't any place in the 
whole earth that isn't con- 
taminated." 


Dr. George Y. Harry, director 


of the government's marine 


mammal biology laboratory in 
Seattle, said it is still not known 
how the seals became con- 
taminated. 


The seals, he said, migrate up 


and down the Pacific coast and 
possibly could have picked up 
mercury 
from 
industrial 


discharges. 


Abnormal amounts of mer- 


cury have been found in water, 
fish and game birds in at least 33 
states. Commercial fishing has 
been curtailed in some states 
because of mercury pollution. 


Harry said the government is 


checking other ocean fish and 
mammals following the seal 
finding. 
Some instances of 


mercury contamination — he 
would not say how many — have 
been found in other species.

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Food And Drúg Administration 
Announces Recall Of Liver Pills

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
today announced the first recall 
of a product contaiminated with 
poisonous mercury — 25,000 
liver pills made from seals. 
The FDA requested the recall 
in nine states after inspectors 
found mercury levels in the pills 
60 
times 
the 
safe 
level 
established for food: 0.5 parts 
per million. A half-part per 
million 
is 
com parable 
proportionally to a jigger of 
vermouth and a tankcar of gin. 
The seal-liver pills were 
m anufactured 
by 
Randal 
N utritional Products, Santa 
Rosa, and are sold in health food 
stores as a blood builder and 
mild laxative. 
The recall affects outlets in 
California, Washington, Oregon, 
Florida, Illiois, 
Oklahoma, 


Colorado, Michigan and New 
York. 
An FDA scientist described 
the contaminated pills as a 
“ possible, m oderate health 
hazard.” 
The pills were fashioned from 
the livers of seals killed on the 
Pribilof Islands southeast of 
Alaska in 1964. 
Randal freeze-dried the livers 
for storage and used them over 
the past six years to make 
1,250,000 pills, the FDA said. 
‘‘Seal liver attracted my at­ 
tention because it came from an 
anim al m ost free of con­ 
taminants,” said Downing B. 
Randal, president of the com­ 
pany. 
“You can just figure from this 
that there isn’t any place in the 
whole earth that isn’t con­ 
taminated.” 
Dr. George Y. Harry, director 
of the government’s marine 


mammal biology ,'aboratory in 
Seattle, said it is still not known 
how the seals became con­ 
taminated. 
The seals, he said, migrate up 
and down the Pacific coast and 
possibly could have picked up 
m ercury 
from 
industrial 
discharges. 
Abnormal amounts of mer­ 
cury have been found in water, 
fish and game birds in at least 33 
states. Commercial fishing has 
been curtailed in some states 
because of mercury pollution. 
Harry said the government is 
checking other ocean fish and 
mammals following the seal 
finding. 
Some instances of 
mercury contamination — he 
would not say how many — have 
been found in other species. 
Mercury attacks the brain and 
central nervous system causing 
blindness, 
paralysis and in­ 
sanity.

Reaping Profit From Poor 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Now that 


the Nixon administration is 
winding down the anti-poverty 
program, many of the nation's 
poor are wondering where the 
money went. 


Much of it went to enrich 


unscrupulous contractors and 
anti-poverty officials interested 
only in making a fast buck. 


This column has already 


reported how Volt Information 
Sciences, Inc , banked some $30 
million in anti-poverty money by 
cashing in on friendships inside 
the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity. 


At the lower levels, some 


small contractors demonstrated 
equal skill at extracting from 
the taxpayers, money intended 
for the poor. VISTA's dealings 
with two associated contractors, 
for example, cost the poor 
$260,000 for some specious 
"recruiting materials." 


A three-month investigation 


by this column has produced the 
following findings: 


One contractor skipped the 


country after pocketing almost 
$200,000. The other continued to 
milk VISTA for an additional 
$62,000 


A VISTA official had part of 


his home carpeted "at cost," 
courtesy of one of the con- 
tractors. Indeed, the carpeting 
might have been installed free of 
charge if another official hadn't 
learned about it and demanded a 
bill. 


The case of John Burwell, a 


Washington, D. C., designer and 
photographer now abiding in 
England, illustrates how the 
contract game is played. 


BILKING THE POOR 


In the fall of 1968, VISTA of- 


ficials 
decided 
to 
place 


"recruiting 
exhibits" at a 


National Career Exposition in 


New York City. They contracted 
with Burwell to construct the 
exhibits. 


According to one insider who 


was directly involved, Burwell 
did nothing but "enlarge some 
existing photographs, mount 
them and hang them on the 
wall." For this 
"temporary 


exhibit," our investigation 
shows, Burwell was paid $21,186. 


VISTA executives, as part of 


their war against poverty, then 
decided to construct a series of 
permanent exhibits. "There was 
no reason 
the 
temporary 


exhibits could not have been 
used again," one VISTA official 
told my associate, Joe Spear. 
"But that, of course, is not the 
way you give away money." 


Without seeking bids, VISTA 


administrative 
officer 
Roy 


Little instructed Burwell to 
begin work on the permanent 
exhibits. Arrangements were 
made to pay him as a Volt 
subcontractor. Thus Volt would 
get its customary slice of the 
poor peoples' pie. 


Not long after Burwell began 


work on the permanent exhibits, 
government auditors discovered 
that over a span of three years 
he had been paid $115,301 for 
unaccounted 
"recruitment 


materials " This was in addition 
to $49,823 that he had collected in 
direct billings for work on the 
VISTA Volunteer magazine. 


Burwell picked up another 


$11,393 for the first permanent 
exhibit, then hastily departed 
for England. His associate, M. 
Jack Hirose, immediately took 
over the contracts for three 
more exhibits. Again, no bids 
were sought. 


Another designer, Donald 


Applegate of Mt. Rainer, Md., 
later learned of Hirose's work on 
the exhibits and felt they were 
"way overpriced." 


In search of pricing in- 


formation, Applegate contacted 
an exhibit builder by the name 
of Emmett Cunningham of 
Alexandria, Va. Applegate 
quoted Cunningham as saying 
that he and Hirose were part- 
ners and that he had built the 
same exhibits before for $5,000 
apiece. 


OFFICIAL'S CARPET 


"He called me back later," 


Applegate told th>s column, 
"and said there was more in- 
volved than he had realized He 
told me that apparently some 
goverment officials had gotten 
their houses carpeted as part of 
the deal He asked me to submit 
a competitive bid so as not to 
make them look too bad." 


In connection with the car- 


peting, Applegate said, Cun- 
ningham mentioned the name of 
Alexander Grant, then VISTA's 
recruitment chief. 


Cunningham confirmed the 


conversations with Applegate 
but told this column he lied to 
Applegate "to mislead a com- 
petitor." Both Cunningham and 
Hirose admitted "selling" the 
carpet to Grant for $180. Cun- 
ningham said he "made a profit 
of 20 per cent on the deal." 
Hirose, however, claimed Grant 
got the carpet "at cost." 


Grant acknowledged buying 


the carpet from Hirose "at 
wholesale," but maintained he 
could see "nothing irregular" in 
the deal. However, Roy Little 
told this column that Grant paid 
for the carpet only "after I 
asked him to pay for it. He put 
me on the spot." Little denied 
that he had ever received any 
favors from contractors. 


Meanwhile, only parts of the 


controversial exhibits have ever 
been used. Three are now sitting 
idle in a government warehouse 
in Washington Volt recently 
turned over the fourth to 


General Electric for possible 
use under a new recruitment 
contract. 


DENIALS BACKFIRE 


The arrest of 13 suspects in a 


drug raid at famed Walter Reed 
Army Hospital has left a 
number of military bureaucrats 
red-faced. 


Most embarrassed 
by the 


arrests were Brig. Gen. Winant 
Sidle, the Army information 
chief, and Louis Arrants, an 
information officer 
at 
the 


Hospital, who had pooh-poohed 
our stores about drug abuses at 
Walter Reed. 


When a reporter 
for this 


columb visited the hospital last 
August to investigate the drug 
problem, Arrants denied there 
was a problem and tried to force 
the reporter to surrender her 
notes. 


After we reported that the 


hospital had become a "haven of 
drug abuse," and pointed out 
how Arrants had attempted to 
hide the facts, General Sidle 
received a complaint from a 
reader about Arrants' actions. 


The general 
immediately 


supported Arrants in a smug 
letter which stated, falsely, that 
the subject of drug use had 
never been discussed by Arrants 
and our reporter. 


YOUTH VS AGE 


The White House is worried 


about money for social welfare 
programs. It's gotten down to 
whether the White House will 
cut the bill to aid dependent 
children or knock out funds for 
the elderly. 


One despondent administrator 


said both arguments are so 
strong that he might as well flip 
a coin. Either the young or the 
old are going to have to go 
begging another year.

Opposite Views On What Is Fair 


Editor, Red Bluff Daily News: 


I went to bed last evening 


wondering why The Sierra Club 
hasn't come out in support of 
Bob Risberg running for the 
assessor's office. 
Then it 


dawned on me, they are both for 
fairness, but at opposite views 
on what is fair. 


Bob has been quiet about his 


conversion to the convictions of 
his boss O'Connor. He said he 
had to be quiet about his real 
thoughts on fairness because he 
needed the job, but at last his 
recent ads on fairness in ap- 
praisals have come to light. 


The Sierra Club in its extreme 


conservationist stance insists 
that we timber operators cut no 
more trees for whatever pur- 
pose. They are telling you and 
me indirectly to build no more 
homes with wood — leave the 
trees for posterity and future 
generations. 


Now Bob Risberg is on the 


other side of the fence. 
Following O'Connor's theory 
Risberg wants to tax timber at 
what he calls "fair" market 
value. How does he arrive at 
today's market value — I'll use 
a simple illustration. Today I 
buy a government timber sale 
for $100 a thousand board feet. A 
number 
of 
these 
similar 


government sales take place 
during the year. These sales are 
then averaged and if I own any 
private timber in that applicable 
forest, that averaged sales price 
is now applied to the privately 


owned timber. 


Not taken into consideration is 


the appraisal made by Forest 
Service experts, the fact that the 
purchased sales may not be 
harvested for two, three or four 
years, and it may be that the 
private will not be logged for 
twenty or more years. This he 
calls fair taxation. 


What O'Connor and Risberg 


have foisted on the 
timber 


operators could just as easily be 
foisted on many businessmen or 
agriculturalists in the future. 


The timber operators are in a 


dilemma. How do we please the 
public in general, and do our job 
when we have to face the op- 
posite extremes of the positions 
of The Sierra Club, on the one 
hand, and your present assessor 
and Risberg, the candidate, on 
the other. 
The Sierra Club 


doesn't want us to cut a tree and 
the assessor is unfairly taxing so 
that more private timber will 
have to be cut and removed 
from the tax rolls.

Statistics May Mask Conditions

In a geographically large, 


industrially diverse nation such 
as the United States, many of 
the 
popularly 
recognized 


economic 
statistics 
can 


sometimes mask rather than 
reveal certain conditions. 


The reason- They are figures 


for the nation as a whole, and 
seldom reflect the actual con- 
ditions existing in any one area 
of the country In fact, national 
averages may be said to reflect 
conditions at no point in the 
country 


The unemployment statistics 


provide a good example. The 
latest rate of joblessness was 5.5 
per cent for the nation as a 
whole, indicating that as far as 
job seekers were concerned, 
there existed a stiff recession. 


The truth is, however, that the 


economics of some areas are 
enveloped in what looks more 
like a depression, with unem- 
ployment rates more than 
double the national average. 


Relative economic strength in 


parts of the Southeast,

in 
sections 
of 


California and the Pacific 
Northwest 


Popular usage of the national 


rates also obscures the {act that 


in some urban core areas the 
unemployment rate might be 25 
per cent or more, and that the 
rate of nonwhites is double that 
for whites. 


The popular figure also cannot 


reveal the changes in fate of the 
various components of the labor 
force. Engineers, for example, 
are experiencing wholesale 
layoffs because of cuts in 
defense and aerospace budgets.

Opposite Views On What Is Fair 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — Now that 
the Nixon administration 
is 
winding down the anti-poverty 
program, many of the nation’s 
poor are wondering where the 
money went. 
Much of it went to enrich 
unscrupulous contractors and 
anti-poverty officials interested 
only in making a fast buck. 
This column has already 
reported how Volt Information 
Sciences, Inc., banked some $30 
million in anti-poverty money by 
cashing in on friendships inside 
the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity. 
At the lower levels, some 
small contractors demonstrated 
equal skill at extracting from 
the taxpayers, money intended 
for the poor. VISTA’s dealings 
with two associated contractors, 
for example, cost the poor 
$260,000 for some specious 
“recruiting materials.” 
A three-month investigation 
by this column has produced the 
following findings: 
One contractor skipped the 
country after pocketing almost 
$200,000. The other continued to 
milk VISTA for an additional 
$62,000. 
A VISTA official had part of 
his home carpeted “at cost,” 
courtesy of one of the con­ 
tractors. Indeed, the carpeting 
might have been installed free of 
charge if another official hadn’t 
learned about it and demanded a 
bill. 
The case of John Burwell, a 
Washington, D. C., designer and 
photographer now abiding in 
England, illustrates how the 
contract game is played. 


BILKING THE POOR 
In the fall of 1968, VISTA of­ 
ficials 
decided 
to 
place 
“ recruiting exhibits’’ at a 
National Career Exposition in 


New York City. They contracted 
with Burwell to construct the 
exhibits. 
According to one insider who 
was directly involved, Burwell 
did nothing but “enlarge some 
existing photographs, mount 
them and hang them on the 
wall.” For 
this 
“temporary 
exhibit,” 
our investigation 
shows, Burwell was paid $21,186. 
VISTA executives, as part of 
their war against poverty, then 
decided to construct a series of 
permanent exhibits. “There was 
no 
reason 
the 
tem porary 
exhibits could not have been 
used again,” one VISTA official 
told my associate, Joe Spear. 
“But that, of course, is not the 
way you give away money.” 
Without seeking bids, VISTA 
adm inistrative officer 
Roy 
Little instructed Burwell to 
begin work on the permanent 
exhibits. Arrangements were 
made to pay him as a Volt 
subcontractor. Thus Volt would 
get its customary slice of the 
poor peoples’ pie. 
Not long after Burwell began 
work on the permanent exhibits, 
government auditors discovered 
that over a span of three years 
he had been paid $115,301 for 
unaccounted 
“ recruitm ent 
materials.” This was in addition 
to $49,823 that he had collected in 
direct billings for work on the 
VISTA Volunteer magazine. 
Burwell picked up another 
$11,393 for the first permanent 
exhibit, then hastily departed 
for England. His associate, M. 
Jack Hirose, immediately took 
over the contracts for three 
more exhibits. Again, no bids 
were sought. 
Another designer, Donald 
Applegate of Mt. Rainer, Md., 
later learned of Hirose’s work on 
the exhibits and felt they were 
“way overpriced.” 
In search of pricing in­ 


formation, Applegate contacted 
an exhibit builder by the name 
of Em m ett Cunningham of 
Alexandria, 
Va. 
Applegate 
quoted Cunningham as saying 
that he and Hirose were part­ 
ners and that he had built the 
same exhibits before for $5,000 
apiece. 


OFFICIAL S CARPET 
“He called me back later,” 
Applegate told this column, 
“and said there was more in­ 
volved than he had realized. He 
told me that apparently some 
goverment officials had gotten 
their houses carpeted as part of 
the deal. He asked me to submit 
a competitive bid so as not to 
make them look too bad.” 
In connection with the car­ 
peting, Applegate said, Cun­ 
ningham mentioned the name of 
Alexander Grant, then VISTA’s 
recruitment chief. 
Cunningham confirmed the 
conversations with Applegate 
but told this column he lied to 
Applegate “to mislead a com­ 
petitor.” Both Cunningham and 
Hirose admitted “selling” the 
carpet to Grant for $180. Cun­ 
ningham said he “made a profit 
of 20 per cent on the deal.” 
Hirose, however, claimed Grant 
got the carpet “at cost.” 
Grant acknowledged buying 
the carpet from Hirose “at 
wholesale,” but maintained he 
could see “nothing irregular” in 
the deal. However, Roy Little 
told this column that Grant paid 
for the carpet only “after I 
asked him to pay for it. He put 
me on the spot.” Little denied 
that he had ever received any 
favors from contractors. 
Meanwhile, only parts of the 
controversial exhibits have ever 
been used. Three are now sitting 
idle in a government warehouse 
in Washington. Volt recently 
turned over the fourth to 


General Electric for possible 
use under a new recruitment 
contract. 


DENIALS BACKFIRE 
The arrest of 13 suspects in a 
drug raid at famed Walter Reed 
Army Hospital has left a 
number of military bureaucrats 
red-faced. 
Most embarrassed by the 
arrests were Brig. Gen. Winant 
Sidle, the Army information 
chief, and Louis Arrants, an 
inform ation officer at the 
Hospital, who had pooh-poohed 
our stores about drug abuses at 
Walter Reed.

Statistics May Mask Conditions

In a geographically large, 
industrially diverse nation such 
as the United States, many of 
the 
popularly 
recognized 
economic 
statistics 
can 
sometimes mask rather than 
reveal certain conditions. 
The reason: They are figures 
for the nation as a whole, and 
seldom reflect the actual con­ 
ditions existing in any one area 
of the country. In fact, national 
averages may be said to reflect 
conditions at no point in the 
country. 
The unemployment statistics 
provide a good example. The 
latest rate of joblessness was 5.5 
per cent for the nation as a 
whole, indicating that as far as 
job seekers were concerned, 
there existed a stiff recession. 
The truth is, however, that the 
economics of some areas are 
enveloped in what looks more 
like a depression, with unem­ 
ployment rates more than 
double the national average. 
Relative economic strength in 
parts of the Southeast, 
for 
example, disguises extrem e 
weakness 
in 
sections 
of 
California and the Pacific 
Northwest. 
Popular usage of the national 
rates also obscures the fact that 


in some urban core areas the 
unemployment rate might be 25 
per cent or more, and that the 
rate of nonwhites is double that 
for whites. 
The popular figure also cannot 
reveal the changes in fate of the 
various components of the labor 
force. Engineers, for example, 
are experiencing wholesale 
layoffs because of cuts in 
defense and aerospace budgets. 
Many a technically trained 
worker has but two choices: Sell 
his home and move his family to 
another section of the country, 
or leave his profession for a job 
paying considerably less. 
The unemployment picture, 
therefore, is generally worse 
than the national average or 
better than it. The real picture 
depends upon who you are, what 
you do and where you live. 
Nobody is average and nobody 
lives in National. There is no 
such place.
